Gottlieb because 
of Gottliebs efforts in securing Yankee Stadium for $1000.00 
when previously the Stadium had cost $6500.00 and Gottlieb 


had also saved the league$148.,00 each game as liability insu- 
rance, The league members all: aggreed o this except Newark, 
although Newark did noy fail to take 10% of the league pro- 


mofion they handeled in Newark on Sept. Sthe This was done 
without he agreement of the league members.
